CHAPTER 82. 

ADJUTANT-GENERAL'S REPORT, 1867. 

AN ACT"providing for the pu~lication and'distribution of the 
. Adjutant-General's Heport for January, 1867. 

SEOTION 1. Be it enacted by the Ge'fl.8'I'al.A88811'11Jly of . 
the State of Iowa, That the Adjutant-General of this Ad ntant 
State, shall make a report to the Governor of this State, Ge~eral. 
on the first day of January, 1867, which report shall Report 1867. 
be a continuance of the history of Iowa Regiments, 
and certain reports in relation to the con~ition, loca-
tion, and numbers of' arms, and accouterments, and 
amount of ammunition in the State, together with such Arms and 
other matters as may be in the opinion of the Adjutant- ammunition. 
General cf public illte~st, particularly to discharged Public inter-
soldiers. est. 

SEO. 2. The State Printer shall, within ninety days State Printer, 
after the copy of said report has been delivered to him, 
print five thousand copies thereof, which, when bound, 
shall be delivered to the Secretary of State. 

SEO. 3. The Secretary of State shall di~tribute said Distribution 
reports as follows: One hundred copies to the Gov- . 
ernor of the State, for exchange with the Governors of 
other States, and for his own use; ten copies to ·the 
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Lieut. Gov. Lieutenant-Governor j five copies to Ex-Governor East­
Eastman. man j one hundred copies to tbe State Library, to be 

nsed so far as is necessary for exchange with other 
State Libraries, and the balance (jf said one h~ndred 
copies to be kept in the State Library j fifty copies to 
.the State Historical Society; five copies to each of the 
Soldiers' Orphans' Homes j one copy to each County 
Judge; Clerk of the District Conrt, Recorder, Treas-· 
urer, Sherift~ and Superintendent of Common Schools,

of each organized county iB the State, to be k.ept for 
their respective offices, and to be delivered over to their 
successors in office. 

SEO. 4. There shall be sent to the Oounty Clerk 
Township of each county in this State, a sqfficient number of 
Clerks. copies of said report to enable him to furnish one copy 

to each Township Clerk in his county, to be kept in the 
office of said Clerk and by him delivered over to his 
successor in office. 

SEO. 5. The Adjutant-General shall be furnished 
~~~!t;!,~.t- with :fifteen hundred copies, to be distributed among 

such officers discharged or otherwise, as may be by him 
deemed best for public service and for exchange with 
Adjutant-Generals and Quartermaster-Generals of other 
States, and for officers of the United States j twenty 

State officers. copies to the Adjutant-General; three copies each to. 
, the Secretary of State, Auditor of State, State Treas­

urert Register of State Land Office, Superintendent of 
Pub ic Instruction, and Judges of the Supreme Conrt j 

11th General four copies to each member of the present General As­
.Assembly. sembly, and on~ copy to each sworn officer of the p~e· 

ent General Assembly, and the balance to be kept by 
:;l=e~;f. th~ SecretarY,of State, to be distributed as future legis· 

. latlOn may direct. 
Sec'y to send SEO. 6. The Secretary of State, is hereby directed to 
as soon BS forward said reports in accordance with the distribution 
bound. herein designated at the expense of the State, so soon 

as said reports are printed and bound.
